Ottawa, June 3.—A bill was in- 
troduced by Mr. Harty in tho Houso 
yesterday, respecting Queon'’s Col- 
loge, Kingston.

Mr, Casgrain called attention to 
the fact that the newspapers 
had announced Judge DBritton‘s 
departure for the Yukon, and 
tald ho considered this a strange 
Way to treat the House. Tho 


Governmont s)ould first have inform- 
td the Houso of the cominission and 
tho terms of the commission. He 
sald Judge Britton had only recent- 
ly left tho political arena, and had 
exprossed strong opinions on the 
very questions he was now called up- 
on to adjudicate. He would thus be 
Severely tried to do his duty be- 
cause of his political leanings. 

“They are ugly rumors,’’ sald Mr. 
Casgrain, ‘‘as to the granting of the 
concessions {n question. It is said, 
oot on the streets, but in the corri- 
dors of the Houso, that sums of 
money passed between the granteca 
of concessions and men high in au- 
thority.

He had been guld- 
ed by rumor, As to Judge Britton, 
Qo communication had been made to 
him, except to ascertain from him 
whether or not he would act on the 
commission.

Suggested, “to investigate these ru- 
mors, but just:ao.soon as @.momber 
of the Opposition would conform to 
Parliamentary usage, b: making a 
formal. charge in the Houses they 
would have the fullest investigation, 
Ho had heard nothing of the rumor 
mentioned by Mr. Casgrain. As to 
Judge Britton, he said, if there was 
an honorable man on the Ontario 
Bench, and it was on honorable 
Bonch, that man was Judge Britton. 
To say that bocause a man had had 
Political leanings ho would not be 
an upright man was a serious chargo 
against the Bench of Canada. Men 
of strong party fooling had been ap- 
Pointed to the Bench by both sides, 
but he had never heard a chargo of 
partisanship made against them. 
Judge Britton would be a most ad- 
mirabls man to perform the duties 
tequired. He had long experience as 
drainage commissioner in Ontario, 
ond knew something of hydraulics, 
and theso- were some of the reasons 
he was selected for the Posilion. It 
Was true that Mr. Britton had vot- 
td against motions relating to mal- 
administration in the Yukon, but

Hon. W. S. Yielding made the tm- 
portant statement (hat the route ap- 
proved by the committee was not 
final, and thab {f Government ald 
was given tho Grand Trunk Pacific 
the question of route could he ro-op- 
ened by the House. 

A new clause was brought forward 
by the company, Providing that if 
the construction of its Ine is not 
commenced and $3,000,000 is not 
expended with!a two years after the 
Passage ofthis act, and if the rail- 
way is not finished and in operation 
Within seven years after the passing 
of thls act, the powers conferred up- 
om the company by Parliament shall 
cease ag regards the portion rematn- 
ing uncompleted. This was accept- 
ed. : 

Mr. Casgrain expressed the beliet 
that the company did not intend to 
build the line east of Winnipeg.

STRIKE OF 90,000 PEOPLE. 


Growt Strike of Toxtile Workers Affecting 
600 Fireas— Wage Loss Dally of 
126,000, 


Philadelphia, June 2.—A general 
strike of textile workers, involving 
90,000 operatives, was inaugurated 
hero yesterday. Of the 600 firms en- 
aged in the textile industry here 47 
have granted the demands of tho 
union, and their plants, employing 
about 15,000 hands, are in opera- 
tion. “All of tho sixty-three ingrain 
Carpet mills are idle, affecting direct- 
ly 18,000 hands. Ail of the dyora, 
Who are said to control the situa- 
tion, aro on strike, with the excep- 
dion of those of the Berkshire niills. 
Thirty-nine “branches of tho textile 
trado are affected by the strike, and 
the interests affected are worth 
$100,000,000. The daily loss in 
Wages will amount to $125,000. 
While the dyers continue ‘on strike, 
the mills must remain idle, no mat- 
ter what the other (exlile workers 
may do. 


THE GOVERNMENT PRINTERS. 


Did Not 'Stand te Their Intentien to 
Strike at Ottawa. 


Ottawa, June 2.—(Globo Special.) 
—The printers at the Bureau were 
at work yesterday morning, and ap- 
Peared to have abandoned tho idoa 
of a strike. Such being the case, 
the question of converting the Bu- 
roau from a union into an open of- 
fice will not arise. The Government 
had contemplated tho acceptance of 
the service of printers who did not 
hold union cards, providing a strike 
had taken place, but tho Bureau em- 
Ployos appear to have regarded dis- 
Cretion as the better part of valor, 
and hence the question of employing 
wnion or non-union men will not, it 
{1s thought, arise. Tho decision of 
the printers is, from the Point of 
\lew of self-interest, an admirable 
one. Nefther tho Government nor 
ParHament are in the temper to 
brook any dictation from tho Otta- 
wa Typographical Union, and it 
Would not take much to bring about 
a determination to close the Buroau 
altogether, and have tho printing 
done by outside firms, 

Sir Thomas Interyenes,

A. E. Ames & Co, Suspend Pay- 
ment in Toronto Tuesday, { 


FORESEEN BY FINANCIERS. ' 


Heavy Slamp in Stocks and Securities 
Held by Them Giyon as the Cause of 
the Fallure—Wiabilities Will Bua 
Into Millions—Mr. Ames Re- 
oigns Presidency of Metre-_ 
poelitan Bank. 


Toronto, June 3.—The following 
notice was posted on the sirest door 
of the offica of A. BE, Ames & Co., 
the well-known brokers, at ten 
o'clock yesterday morning: 

“Owlng to the continuous severe 
decline in the securities market, we 
have found it necessary to’ suspend 
Payment, and would ask the indul- | 
gence of our friends for a few days 
till we can prepare astatemont of 
our affairs, aud consider what is best ; 
to be done. A. I, Ames & Co.’’ 

The suspension came as a surprise 
to the general public, and in a Icss 
degree to financial circles. A crowd 
gathered, tho news spread, and soon 
it was known all over the city. Brok- 
ers and others interested in stocks 
took the intelligenco more quietly | 
than the uninitlated. The latter knew | 
moro of Mr. Ames’ reputed wealth 
than of the fluctuations of the mar- 
ket, and so took longer to grasp the 
“matter. 

A. E. Ames & Company’s difficult- 
fies are due to the slump in‘ stocks, 
which even his personal capital could 
not withstand. Disquicting rumors 
had been afloat, but these were not 
widely credited. Of late, however, 
securities in which Ames & Co. were 
interested took a downward tend- 
oncy, and continued till the present : 
climax. Ames & Co. have been 
among the largest operators in C. P, ! 
R., Twin City, Dominion Coal, Do- i 
minion Steel, Sloss-Sheffeld, and 
Lake Superior. Of these, there has 
been pronounced pressure on C.P-R., 
Twin City, and Dominion Coal. Con- 
tinuing for some days, the declines 
were very Beary. Monday, and yester- 
day morning brought no relief. “In 
some instances, Ames & Co. took 
stocks off the market to save them- 
selves, but the effort could not be 
mainteined, Heavy margins drained 
their resources, with the above re- 
sult. 4 
Mr. A. H. Ames has always been 
regarded as a very wealthy man, 
and, undoubtedly was, until recent- 
ly. Two or three years ago success- 
ful coups brought him handsome re-, 
sults. ‘The (ide of fortune may have 
turned a few months ago, whon is-, 
sues with which he was connected 
declined. 

The suspension of the firm will ‘ 
have absolutely no -financial effect up- | 
on the many business institutions 
with which Mr. Ames) was connected. 
Ho was a momber of the directorate 
of many companies, and his stock in 
these organizations, being pald up, | 
is entirely unaffected by the suspen- 
sion. 

The members of the firm are, be- 
sides Mr. Ames, Messrs. Hilton, R. : 
Tudhope, WW. D. Iraser, and Alox- 
ander I, Wallace. 

Tho liabilities are estimated in mil- ! 
lions. These consist of: The money 
of tho public on doposit, estimated 
by ‘ho Telegram last night as 
$200,000; amounts hold by the frm 
for thelr customers who wore specu- 
lating in stocks, which will be very 
large; what tho frm owed the banks 
and other financial institutions for 
advances on stocks that they carried 
for thelr customers, one bank alono 
has Juaned the Ames firm a. quarter 
of a million dollars, but has good 
svcurities, as have tho other banks. 

Mr. Amos’ personal fortune, esti- 
mated 18 months ago at $1,000,000, | 
is also likely swallowed up. 

Phe depositors are not preforred as 
in a chartered bank and rank as or- 
dinary creditors, 

Mr. Ames was President of the Me- 
tropolitan Bank, but hoe yesterday re- 
signed that office and Dr, R. HH. 
Warden has been elected in his stead, 
with Mr. S$. J. Moore as vicogpresi- 
dent. The directora issue a s$ate- 
ment that the firm is only indebted 
to this bank for $50,000, amply se- 
cured. The bank says tho failure 
will not affect it. 

The financial world {gs truly sorry 
for A. IE. Ames & Co., and the best 


opinion does not expect their fail- 
ure to affect other monetary insti- 
tutions,

The Company Willing to Build From 
Moncton, N.B.—A Limit to Be Placed 
Upon the Iasue of Stock—Regula- 
ting the Bond Tasue—Proposed 
Advancos to Settlara by 
the Road. 


Ottawa, May 29.—At the opening’ 
of the Railway Committee yesterday 
morning, on resumption of the dis- 
cussion of the Grand Trunk Paclfle 
Bill, Mr, McCarthy, the father of the 
pill, announced that Mr. Wainwright 
had assured him that the company 
had written to Mr. Logan, M.P., & 
letter specifically agreeing to en 
amendment empowering the company 
to build to Moncton, N.B. 

Mr. Oliver renewed his discussion 
of the Western aspect of the case. He 
declared that the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, in spite of rallway legisla- 
tion, would contro] rates based, as 
he put it, on what the traflic would 
bear, Government ownership alone 
would control rates. The Canadian 
Pacific Railway from ocean to ocean 
had not cost the company a cent. 
The Canadian Northern had not cost 
that company 4 cent. But both 
these roads charged three times as 
much for transport from Winnipeg to 
Lake Superior as did the New York 
Central from Buffalo to New York. 
Mr. Oliver said he stood frst fora 
Government railway. In any other 
case a subsidized railway should be 
subject to absolute control of rates 
by the Government. 

Progress With the Bill. 


(he committee proceeded to pass 
the bill, The first three clauses as 
to incorporation, head office and 
provisional directora were approved. 

Phe clause dealing with capital 
stock followed without dissent. 

The clause empowering the com- 
pany to issue preference stock Was 
opposed by Mr. Blair, but the clause 
was adopted in face of Mr. Blair's 
protest. 

The promoters relinquished the 
clause for the issue of guaranteed or 
preferred stock. 

The clauses providing for the elec- 
tion of directors were approved with 
some verbal amendments. 

The committee reached the clause 
dealing with the route, and Mr. Mc- 
Oarthy offered the company’s amend- 
ments to the route. 

The company proposes now to run 
from Moncton through Central New 
Brunswick to Quebec, thence north of 
Lake Nepigon to Winnipeg. There 
will be branch lines to North Bay, 
Port Arthur, Brandon, Prince Al- 
pert, Regina, and Calgary. 

The claise stood oyer to be 
printed. 

Regulating Bond Issues, 

The bond issue asked is $30,000 
per mile for the Quebec and Wood- 
land section, $20,000 for the prairie 
section, and $50,000 per mile for the 
mountain sections. 

The bond issue clause was passed 
after slight opposition.to the amount 
of the bonding privilege for the 
prairie section. 

The next clause, empowering the 
company to own and operate vesscls, 
was approved. 

The provision for the improvement 
of navigation, wherever the company 
saw fit, was struck out. In respect 
of the company’s steamship business, 
Mr. Blair secured tho insertion of a 
provision that it must be subject,to 
the Railway Commission. 

Power to hold lands, wharves, 
warehouses, and shares in other com- 
panies, and to own hotels, restaur- 
ants, and parks, was granted: 

No Federal Land Grant. 

On the clause authorizing the issue 
of “‘land grant bonds,’’ Mr. Blair 
made an emphatic declaration against 
the alienation of public lands, and 
was loudly applauded. 

His colleague, Mr. Fitzpatrick, the 
Minister of Justice, differed with 
him on the point as to the right of 
the company to mortgage lands that 
might be granted by Provincial Leg- 
islatures. 

Mr, Fraser moved in amendment 
that the provision for the issue of 
land grant bonds upon any land 
granted in aid of the undertaking he 
‘amended to read: “Upon any Jand 
owned by the company for other 
than railway purposes.’’ 

The committee divided on the 
clauso as amended. Mr. Blair voted 
€o strike the clause out; Mr. Witz- 
patrick to retain it as amended, Sir 
Frederick Borden voled to pass the 
clause, as did Mr. Prefontaine. 

The clause passed by 56 yeas to 82 
mays. 

The telegraph and telephone 
visions were passed. 

The clause as to the development 
of lands and water powers stands as 
the committee objected to the scope 
of the provision. 

The provision for the construction 
of irrigation works, was opposed by 
Mr. Olaver.

OTHERS BURNED TO DEATH. 


Your States, Kansas, Missourl, Iowa and 
Nebraska, 
tions Completely Covered With 
Water—All of North Topeka 
Burned Down — Thousands 
of People Without Homes, 


the Sufferers—Slany Sec- 


Kangas City, Mo., June 1.—A sec- 
tion of the Western States two hun- 
dred imles square has been flooded 
ahd more than two hundred people 
have perished, he property loss has 
exceeded two hundred million dol- 
lars, iZany moro lives and vast pro~ 
perty tpterests continue to be threat- 
ened, ‘ihe appalling Hood covers 
that section of Missouri, Kansas, 
Sebrasku and lowa, radiating trom 
the comer, Where the four States 
join, aflroad trafic is paralyzed, 
‘De Missour! and its tributaries are 
out of bounds and sweeping every- 
thing in their path. Tho weather in- 
dications are for continued rain all 
over the distiict, ‘The deluge con- 
tinues over thol. watershed drained 
ty the streams now contributing to 
tho ruin. The heaviest loss in “both 
life and properly is at Topeka, the 
capital o’ Kansas, and Des Moines, 
the capital of Iowa. At the former 
place more. than 150 lives have been 
lost, while huadreds are cooped up in 


public buildings avound which the 
flood rages. At Kansas City fifteen 
have perished, and at Des Moines 


seven ale known to have been drown- 
ed All of Topeka is inundated, and 
from surrounding sections special 
railroad trains are rushing to the 
rcene With flac care filled with boats, 
stcam launches and other life saving 
contrivances. 
Lumber Yards on Fire. 

To add to the horror here big lum- 
her yards haye taken fire, and the 
burning piles have drifted in every 
directior, communicating the blaze to 
many residences Last night eight 
distinct tires were burning in the 
Hooded district. All of North To- 
peka ia burned The capital build- 
ings heve thus far escaped. The na- 
tional guard is out at Kansas City 
to prevent looting and rescue people. 
Phe lower part of the city, in the 
heart of the jobbing- district, and 
plong tho packing houses is fifteen 
feet under water. Big steam boats 
are plying eround the Union Depot, 
where thousands of frantic passen- 
gers were rescucd from the traing 
they had occupicd since the flood 
suddenly surrounded them. The ca- 
lamity is threatening to reach na-~ 
{ional pioportions, and fears are en- 
tertained thot tno worst is yet to 
come, That section, except the upper 
part of itansus City is o great plein 
swept by the Missouri, Des Moines, 
the two Plattes, Kansas, Grand and 
ginaller rivers now covering the whole 
country. 

The greatest flood in the history of 
Kansas Gity, kansas, and the bot- 
toms of Kansas City, Mo., prevailed 
here yesterday, and 15 lives and mil- 
ions of dollars have been lost. 

Tho entire stock yards, situated on 
the state line, are submerged, 1sany 
of the pens being five feet dvep in 
water. 

‘All trolley lines in both cities have 
been shut down. 

Saving People’s Lives. 

At 12.80. the water in Union ave- 
nue was threo fect deep, and“] cople 
were being taken out of the Blossom 
House and adjacent buildings in 
Wagons, which wero soon forced to 


quit. Three-fourths of Armourdale 
was submerged under @n ocean of 
water. The Kansas City police 


spent all night rescuing persons. The 
police had 35 boats in service. 

A steady rain has fallen here and 
West all night, and still continues 
and all streams in the stricken terri- 
tory are rising at an alarming z1ate, 

Shortly after noon, the ‘Third Reg- 
{ment Missouri National Guard, 500 
strong, was ordered out, both as a 
precautionary measure and to stop 
looting.

Prior and the clerk swear the con- 
tents of the other tenders were not 
disclosed by Prior to his clerk or to 
the firm, but thut’ they only discuss- 
ed the specifications. The clerk of 
the department, who took the docu- 
ment, says he did not give Prior the 
specifications, but the tenders only. 
Prior disclaims giving his frm the 
benefit of his information, but thp 
firm afterwards secured the contract, 
being the lowest tenderers. Prior in 
the House admitted he was indis-

MR, GHARLIE BURKE GIVES SOME 
OF HIS IMPRESSIONS. 


Small Farms Will Not Make the Owner 
Rich,—The Laad Speculator Grow- 
ing Up With the Country. 

Mr. Charles Burke, who, with Mr, 
Robt. Legie, of Ops, epenb a month 
in the Northwest this spring, was 
scon by our representative on Satur- 
day, We suid that ho and his friend 
intended going ta Saskatoon and 
Prince Albert, but on account of in- 
suffigient accommodation at the 


hotels in those lowms, they only went 
as dar west as Regina. Speaking of 
the West, Mr, Burke said it is a coun- 
(ry guilable for firming, bul for mo 
other business. The reports given 
oul by the C.P.R. conceming the 
ifiye yields of wheat and the high 
prices are greatly exaggerated. The 
(armer might realize 50c. per bughel 
for the (first grade of wheat, but 
there are four gradeg gronwm and he 
often has to accept 25c. a bushel for 
wheat, and at a cost of Gc. por bushe) 
to thresh it leaves very little for the 
farmer. 

\ The Only Way (to Make Money 
oul west in darmimg is to go into it 
on a large scale—cultivate from gix 


hundred to one thousand acres, By 
growing am immense quantity af 
grain there is a possible chance to 


make lots of money. There is noth- 


ing to be made bo rumning a small 
farm, Ranchimg is carried on ito 
some exlent in tne Regina district 


but the greatest troable ta overcome 
is the water supply, There are only 
about two wells in (hat district and 
the supply from these is not , very 
great. In addition td Brandon and 
Winnipeg thore are several ‘towns 
that have populations of drom’ 1500 to 
2,000 people. Thege tonvng will mever 
be any largor tham at present because 
there are no many wluring indugtrics 
in them. They will only be places 
for the farmers ita get supplies. Win- 
nipeg of course, is a fime city and 
will grow becuse it is the chief dis- 
tributing point of the West. Bran- 
don being a noilway centre, has a 
possible ohano » to incredse ils pop- 
ulation. 

Thousands cf foreigners are being 
brought into the West and placed 
on darms, but they have ma money and 
baye to be ‘ 

Kept by the Governmant 
until they ; beconie | self-supporting. 
The greater part of the money, float- 
{ng in the West comes from the farm- 
ers of Ontario and Quebes. ‘Fellows 
like myself,” said Mr. Burke, “who go 
there, with a few hundreds jinuntisE 
pation af buying land.” There is a 
good deal of swindling practised on 
the land seckers, The large compan- 
les holding land on speculation have 
“gappers” mentions a section or two 
For instance, if a party of land-scek- 
ers should happen to drop of ata 
eertdin point, they are immedjately 
approached by one of the “‘cappers,” 
who pops the question, “Are you af- 
ter a gocd farm?” The reply is gen- 
erally in the affirmative. Then the 
geatlemen mentions a gection or two 
of wood land, but in the meantime in- 
forius the party that he intends mak- 
ing a bid for tho land himself. The 
tandl-seekers them inspects tho land, 
and after being convinced that it 
is a good picce of land, makes a bid, 
but the “capper” makes a much 
larger bid; then it's up to the other 
tellow to go higher in order to get it. 
Thi; Gora on until the amount reanheg 
several (housands—then the “capper” 
drops cut and the land is sold to the 
land-secker nt a much higher price 
then it otherwise would have been. 
That kind of dake game is being 
worked all through the West, much 
to the anmoyunce of the settlers. 

Mr. Burke ‘visited the Government 
Experimental Farms at both Regina 
and Indian Head, and at tthe latter

CAPT. SULLIVAN MAD 


Col. Matheson Imputed He Was 
Not Telling the Truth. 


TAYLOR WAS ONLY A FRIEND. 


Was Actually ef No Assistance In Seouring 
the Limit—Witness Declined to Answer 
Any More Questions Put by Col. 
Matheson, and Brought Down 
His Fist Emphatioally in 
Saying So. 

Yesterday morning tho Public Ac- 
counts Committee of tho Legislature 
continued tha oxamination of Capt. 
Sullivan. 

To I, B. Lucas, of Contre Grey, 
Capt. Sullivan said ho had been om- 


Ployed as a forest ranger by the 
Onlarlo Government from 1890 to 
1898 for elght or nine months in 


each of those years, Ho had not 
becn in the employ of the Govern- 
ment since 1898. It was pointed 
out that the accounts showed that 
he had been employed for 153 days 
in 1899, and the Capt. said if the 
accounts showed it it must be right. 
Sinco then ho had been o general 
speculator, 

Questions as to what he thought 
of tho Govornment, what he approv- 
ed of and didn’t approve‘of were 
asked, 

“It seems to me,’’ said Chairman 
Graham, “that that is going beyond 


the limit. “A witness has rights as 
well as anyone clse.’’ 

“Tho chairman’ is getting onx- 
fous,’" said Mr. Lucas. 


“We charge,’’ said Col. Matheson, 
“that Captain Sullivan has’ been the 
confidential agent for the Govern- 
ment, and we're entitled to the in- 
formation.’* 

Capt. Sullivan Questioned: 


Capt. Sullfaan, resuming, said he 
was a warm supporter of the Gov- 
ernment, had done considerable elec- 
tion work, and had been reported for 
bribery in South Ontario. 

Then the cxamination turned on 
the captain's turnover of $9,000 out 
of $250. He was questioned as to 
Mr. Taylor. 

“You can call it partners if you 
Ike; he put up the money after I 
made the inspection,’ he said. ‘ 

“Tho limit sold for $9,000; it ‘cost 
$250; there was a discount of $500 
on the note. Leaves $8,250 for div- 
ision, or $4,125 each. “Taylor would 
have been entitled to $4,375, allow- 
ing for his $250. He only got $4,- 
012.50. The witness couldn’t ~ex- 
plain why Taylor held tho cheque 
and only got it marked. Then there 
was $200 to Mr. Grant for making 
the transfer to the Traders’ Bank 
and Mr, Grant returned $100. 

"+ Taylor Was of No Use. 

Taylor came into the deal in May 
and was to put up $200 if tho lim- 
its were good. Taylor was of no 
use in putting the deal through. His 
Son Trank and Mr. Grant knew Tay- 
lor was in it, at least the latter 
knew lefore the wind-up, ‘There was 
no reason why this should be kept 
quict and none why it should be 
made public anyway. The witness 
denied having anything to do with 
the inception of Shannon's applica- 
tion. le sald,that Shannon had 
told him’the limit was small and 
out of his way, so he took it up. 
He said he thought Mr. Grant’s evi- 
dence before the Royal Commission 
Was) wrong where Mr. Grant said 
that Sullivan said Shannon might 
buy these lots in question. 

Witness denied that $5,000 was to 
bo paid for Mr. Gamoy’s endorsation 
to obtain McGregor Island. We had 
arranged for money to pay for that 
Island. The reason ho paid 12 per 
cent. to discount the $4,500 note 
from the Charlton's was that it was 
a twelve months’ note and he necded 
the money. Tho witness identified 
half a dozen cheques amounting to 
$790 given to him by his son Frank, 

“Tt was mean of Frank,’ ho re 
marked jocularly, ‘‘to lend $1,200 
to Gaiucy when he was getting the 
money from mo.”” 


The Captain Gets Angry. 


Then Col. Matheson took up

“You mean to say that Mr, Grant, 
@ reputablo lawyor, helped you to 
get $8,750 out of the People of this 
Province, for yourself and Taylor 
alone, and not for any bribery or 
corruption or campaign fund?’’ 

“Of course,’’ the wilness answered, 
‘he-didn’t help us for that Purpose, 
for the money wasn't intended for 
that. It was our legitimate profit.”

Disproved by the Great Body of 
Evidence—Mr. Gamey'’s Politics 
Were “Manitoulin” With 
Gamey as Member. 


Yoronto, June 5.—The report of 
the Gamey Commission was laid on 
the table of the Mouse yesterday af- 
ternoon by Premier Ross. It covers 
109 typewritten folios. It commences | 
by referring to tho statement read 
by Mr. Gamey in the House and re- ' 
fers to it as a document of ‘‘extreme 
importance.’’ It then goes over lead- 
ing charges as elucidated by the evi- 
dence and summarizes them. 

The report goes over the evidence 
1n_ detail, and the findings, as dis- 
tinguished from a review of the evi- 
dence, is as follows: e 

Demesanor of Witnesses. 


As to the demeanor and credibility 
of the witnesses generally, the come 
missioners would report that most of 
them seemed to be desirous to tell 
the truth.

Trank Sullivan and Mr, Gamey, 
Were two of tho chief actors in the 
variety of transactions under inves- 
tigation, and their evidence is con- 
tradictory and irreconcilable at 
most, if not all, important points. 
Both, by their own @onfession, prac- 
ticed systematic duplicity and pur- 
suod tortuous courses of dealing 
with self-serving interests much in 
view, Implicit reliance should not 
be placed upon their uncorroborated 
statements in material points, and 
where thes statements conflict with 
those of independent or disinterested 
witnesses the latter should be prefer- 
red. f 


Whatever comment may be made 
upon the expression attributed to the 
Provincial Secretary by Mr. Ham- 
miond, when recalled (page 8,105), it 
seems to the commissioners unwar- 
rantable to assign to it such exag- "| 
gerated import as to overshadow the 
Whole body of substantial evidence 
{n favor of the Minister and against 
thé member. Tho testimony, of Ham- 
mond was on a comparatively min- 
or branch ofgthe nay that is, 
relative to The Globe interview, 
which, apart from the payment of 
money, as to its price, dots not loom 
largely in the investigation, and tho 
statements of Hammond are not in 
conflict with those of the Provincial 
Sccrétary, save as regards some v 
rintion in details which happen very 
commonly in evidence of differant 
speakers. 

An Interview Proper. 

It was a proper thing to take 
Stops to advertise publicly the 
change in the political attitude of 
Mr. Gamey, and had greater presci- 
ence been vouchsafed the publicity 
would lively have been more advan- 
tageous if made earlier. Mr. Shel- 
don Amos, writing of cases in which

count of indopendent convictions,

tho utmost pains to defend his ac- 
tion, and in the opinion of his own 
party never does succeed in freeing 
himsclf from the imputation of dis- 
loyally, not to say treachery. Nev- 
ortheless, if the grounds on which an 
indiyidual departure from the ranks 
of party may be justified were clear- 
ly ascertained and publicly announc- 
ed, it is probable that not only 
would the institution of party gov- 
ernmont be rid of much of the moral 
suspiclon with which it is in some 
quarlors regarded,” but its true na- 
ture appreciated throughout the 
country."’ (Pages 7. 2, from 
“Pitty Years of the English Consti- 
tution, 1880.’") 

Mr. Gamey's Credibility. 

Looked at In the large,Mr. Gamey's 
version is that his purchase origi- 
nated with Prank Sullivan and tho 
Provincial Sccretary, that he was 
taken to tho Minister's office, whom 
he did not know, that the letter ho 
Was to sign was all ready, and put 
before him for signature, and tho in- 
formation volunteered by the Minis- 
ter that the protest would be with- 
drawn, all the patronage given to 
him, and unstated valuable consider- 
ation paid when he signod, but as 
the money was not ready, the bar- 
gain and salo was not then consum- 
mated. 

Mr. Aylesworth's ovidence alone, to 
which it was not disputed verity at- 
tached, suffices to show that this. 
version is misloading and untrue, 

Tho conduct and memory of Mr. 
Gamey, as to these bribe moneys, de- 
tract from his credibility. At a mo- 
mentous potnt in his life, and with- 
in a fow months of tho occurrence he 
{s uncertain as to the day when and 
tho person from whom tho $3,000 
came, Having conferred with promi- 
nent mon in his party (as he says) 
and arranged his methods, he em- 


ploys his share, $1,500, in businass, 


as if it were a logltimate transac. 
tion. He makes no mention in his 
statomont to the Mouse of how he 


came Into possession of §1,200, part 
of the other moicty, said to be Te | 
celved by Sullivan, and of which he 

Bays $900 was paid into the Crossin | 
business. But, whien this is discover- 

od by search in the Orossin books, 

the two pages containing entries for 

the 10th and 11th of September dis- 

appear, not by tho hands of Mr. 

Crossin—and Mr. Gamey 1s the only 

other who had access to them. 

Then follows the procuring of the 
deposit slip from the bank by Mr. 
Gamey, and its disappearance. 

Then the explanation given to tho 
Teporters at Buffalo with a view to 
publication, that this $600 was col- 
lected during the summer in Mani- 
toulin Island. 

And, the final statement 
Oath, that it was part of a 
of $1,200 from Frank Sullivan. 

Where Did the Money Come From? 


The evidence on the other side pre- 
cludes the conclusion that this $3)- 
000 was received by Mr. Gamey 
from the Provincial Secretary on or 
about the 11th September, and if 
that be so, iis true source is not 
yet disclosed. 

And again, as to the $500 said to’ 
be recelved on the 29th January. 
Though Mr. McGregor comes ex- 
pressly to assist Mr. Gamey at this 
stage of the enterprise, and does 
assist in correcting The Globe inter- 
view, and though he and Mr. Mc- 
Gregor mect that same night and 
discuss this matter, yet the money 
fs not exhibited or mentioned. It ig 
not shown to auy one, but carried 
about continuously in Mr. Gamey’s 
Pocket until produced {jn the House. 
And then, when Mfr. Gamey was fin- 
ally preparing for making his stete- 
ment, and planning to procure all 
Possible corroboration from Sulli- 
van, in the hearing of three hidden 
witnesses, and though the $500 was 
then actually in his pocket (as he 
Says), he does: not make the slightest 
Teference or allusion to it -at the 
Crossin factory on the night before 
the. House met. 

No Bribe From Stratton, 


From these omissions the inference 
Is most persuasive that no bribe or 
money was received from the) Provin- 
cial Secretary on the 29th January, 
but that the money was afterwards 
acquired; and if that be so, then the 
real source of this money {fs not yet 
disclosed. 

This much more may be said about 
“where the Money came from,” that 
Mr. Gamey declined to make any 
statement “under oath to the Com- 
tmissioners about tho “‘deposit ‘slips 
and those things” (pages 2/982 and 
-2,933),. ostensibly on tho ground 
that criminal action was being“ con- 
templated in that regard: But he | 
said, further, that he “‘cannot under- 
stand how it is relevant to his 
case.’” 

Where a Clue Might Be Found. 

Without pressing against him the 
maxim ‘‘Omnia presumuntur contra 
spoliatorem,’” and though the de- 
spolling was done pendente lite et se- 
dente curia, {t is very reasonable to 
believe that if the missing pages of 
the Crossin book could be seen they 
would disclose or give’ a clue where- 
by would be discovered the genesis 
of the $900 and’ of the $1,500) both 
coming as Mr. Gamey now swears 
from one and tho same Source.

Then rumors -get 
abroad of his defection from party 
lines, and he modifies his manner of 
support by the amendod letter of 
27th October, so that, while acting 
as occasion required in the interests 
of the Conservatives, he engages to 
support the Government when the 
House meets, if Mr. Ross has a rea- 
sonable majority.

in a pareless half-hearted’ fyay by 
men who da mol know just when or 
how tha work should be performed. 
Barmers are very busy at’ the sedison 
whan spraying should be done, con- 
sequently it is often negiected en- 
lirely, or pestponed until too late to 
be effective. 

farmers haye reason to feel in- 
debted to Mr. W, A, MacKinnen, Chief 
of the Bruit Division, for bringing to 
theic attention the merits of the 
power sprayer, Wf the old methods 
of spraying were valuable, and it is 
generally admitted that they were, 
this new plaa must prove infinitely 
better. Tt is thoreugh and rapid, 
and is accomplished with little or no 
exertion or imconvenience. The 
pressure is supplicd by a small gas- 
oline engine cm the wagon, and the 
spraying done while the horses are 
driven up and down between the rows 
of trees. The liquid is forced from a 
tank on the wagen through two lines 
of small rubber hese. By the useof 
banboo rods with a cluster of six 
6mall nozzles ut the end it is possible 
to reach the tapmost parts of the 
trees, and ‘the spray, which is as fine 
asia cloud af vapor, fally lightly up- 
on the trees and adhereg much better 
than if applied in a coarse gpray, as 
is sometimes dome. The pressure of 
80 to 100 pounds to the inch énsures 2 
Sptay so fine that it penetrates toall 
parts of the trees. This is one of the 
chief advantages of tho inew sprayer. 
The difficulty has been to reach the 
tops of trees without a waste of! the 
preparation used, which has been the 
inyariable result when a heavy 
gtream wus turned on. Aguin, the 
appliances used by most farmers 
have only cme nozzle, while this, as 
has been stated, has six dn each line 
of hase, and the force is much greater 


and the mist finer, which is all-im- 
portant. : 
Under favorable conditions the 


operators of this machine could prob- 
ably sprmy 600 to 800 trees per day. 
Potty trees, some of them difficult to 
get at, were sprayed in about twenty- 
five minutes; after making several 
moyes a day, some of them long ones, 
the operators haye been averaging be- 
tween 400 and 500 trees a day The 
trees sprayed will be given a regular 
course—our spraying ut lenst. 

it is hoped by the Department cf 
Agriculture that these tests will 
bring about the gceheral, adoption of 
the power sprayer. A similar spray- 
ing apparatus is being used by p: 
yate owners in ‘the Niagara district 
and is said to give excellent results. 
Ta» efficiency of the machine will 
shortly be inoreased itis the in- 
tentfon to use either nine or twelve 
nozzles iastead cf six on ecoch 
line. Mr. Mackinnon %s this week 
attending a public bompetition of 
power sprayers in the famous Hitch- 
ings orchard mear South Onondaga, 
N.Y., in order to familiarize himself 
with the merits and demerits of the 
yarious machines mow on’ the market. 

Wt is contended that if farmers will 
only umite ito carry out a systematic 
cumpaign of spraying eccording to 
the labest methods, a great deal may 
be dove towards radicuting the en- 
emies of fruit. Exparterg who are 
familiar with ithe results of spraying 
and the systematic care of orchards, 
Strongly indorge spraying, claiming 
that it is certain to improye the qual- 
ity of the fruit, ond in support of 
their claim ithey refer to orchards 
where the system has been varried 
out, tho fruit of which always com- 
mands the highest price,

AHUNDRED DROWNED 


Passenger Steamer Goes Down 
off Marsellles, France, 


RESULT OF A _ COLLISION. 


Bovonteon Minutes Aftor the Acoldent 
Str. Liban Sank in Doep Water—Un- 
successful Attompt Mado to Beach 
Mer in Shallow Water—Number 
of Passongers Rescucd by 
Other Vessels, 


Marseilles, June 8.—Over one hun- 
died persons wore drowned here yes- 
terday, as the vesult of a terrible 
shipping disaster. The Insulaire and 
the Liban, passenger steainers of the 
TPruissenet Steamship Company of 
Marseilles were tn collision near this 
port. Yhe Liban sank, carrying 
down with her mote than 100 of her 
passengers, as well as her crevy. 

‘he Liban left Marseilles yesterday 
morning on her regular passenger 
trip to Busitia, “Corsica, und was 
run down and sank by the Insulatre 
off the Maire Tslands, The collision 
from the pilot bout 
Bleichamp, which was about two 
miles distant. ‘The Bleichump {m- 
mediately went to the spot to give 
assistance, 

Mhe force of the collision cut o 
wide rent in the Liban’s side, and 
she was already taking in water rap- 
Idly. Her captain saw their only 
chance to run the steamer aground 
before she sank sn deop water, and 
the Liban was headed full speed for 
the shore, but within seventeen min- 
utes of the collision, and while still 
some distance from shallow water 
thesforepart of the steamer plunged 
beneath the waves, and a few min- 
utes lator-she had entirely disappeur- 
ed. 

In the meantime the Bleichamp, the 
steamer Balkan,also bolonging to the 
Eratssinet Company, and other ves- 
sels had drawn near the sinking ship 
and were making strenuous efforts to 
rescue those on board. The Blei- 
thamp picked up 40 persons, many 
of whom were at the point of ex- 
haustion, and were only revived by 
tha attentions they. received on 
board. 

The Balkan also rescued thirty- 
feven passengers, and up to the pre- 
sent it is known that in addition to 
the passengers, seventeen of tho crew 
Were also saved. 

Cause of Collision. 


Tt is stated that the collision was 
due to the following circumstances: 

The Liban was putting out to sea 
Just as the steamer Insulaire was 
making for the harbor. Maire 1s- 
land, which lies off the entrance to 
the port, hid the vessels from each 
pther until it was too late to avoid 
a collision. 

The crew of the Balkan describe 
the scene just before the Liban: dis- 
appeared as a fearful one. As the 
vessel was sinking, she was inclined 
to such an angle that her masts 
struck the water, causing an eddy, 
which made the work of rescue most 
dificult. A mass of human beings 
were clinging to the foundered ship, 
and uttered despairing cries as she 
went down. At the same time the 
boilers exploded. 

For oa few minutes the victims were 
seen struggling in the sea, then the

ig feared at least half were drowned. 
The Balkan launched three boats, 
and the other succoring vessels did 
all possible to save the victims in 
the short {imo that clapsed between 
the time of the collision and the 
sinking of the Liban.

Many of the passengers were badly 
Injured in the collision.

@ guarantee of the principal and the 
interest of the first mortgage bonds, 
debentures and other securities of the 
Company, to the extent of $13,000 
Per milo on 720 miles of railway, the 
bonds to bo at tho rate of 3 per 
cent., payable half-yearly, and the 
principal to be paid in fifty years. 

This guarantee applies to the ex- 
tension of the line of the Canadian 
Northern from Grand View, the point 
Where what is known as the Gilbert 
Plains branch ef the railway ends, 
to a point at or near Edmonton, a 
distance of about 620 miles, and al- 
60 to the Prince Albert branch of the 
railway, from a point 100 miles east 
of Prince Albert, a distance of about 
100 miles. 

The mortgage is to form a charge 
upon all the lines of the railway in 
operation and property franchises of 
the company.

The Governor-in-Council, or any 
authority created by Parliament for 
these purposes, may also grant run- 
ning powers over the line to other 
{ companies upon equitable terms. The 
Canadian Northern may not lease or 
sell the lines. 

The rates and tolls to be charged 
for freight and passengers upon the 
lines of railway aided and upon the 
lines owned by the Canadian North- 
ern, shall be under the control of 
the Governor-in-Council or such au- 
thority as is constituted under the 
act. 

‘Twenty-Five Clauses Passed. 

Twenty-five clauses of Mr. Blair’s 
railway commission bill were passed 
by the House yesterday afternoon, 
making unimportant amendments. 

It will take two or three days to 
put the bill through. Scrutiny of 
these clauses developed but little 
argument. The timo was taken up 
in putting finishing touches en claus- 
es in the committee stage. The 
House is most: leisurely in its meth- 
ods, and unless it acquires a livelier 
gait August will find Parliament still 
in session.

Wires are duwn in these districts, 


and as others are }eyond the reach 
of telegraphic communication, noth- 
Ing very definite can be learned 
The fires wage on the Lapelle 
branch of the C.P'R. so fiercely that 
orders huve been sent to the various 
agents forbidding them to sell tick- 


ets to St, Ayathe or Lebelle until 
further notice. Great excitement 
prevails in that district, And the 


people have turned out to fight the 
fires, fearing their advance upon the 
villages. Already numerous farm 
buildings have been destroyed. Tho 
grass and bush is sunburnt, and the 
flaines travel with great rapidity. 
An employe of the O.P.R., who 
Was assisting in fire fighting yester- 
day afternoon between St. Agathe 
and St. Wrancois was overcome by 
smoke and before his companions 
could reach him the flames had over- 
taken them and formed a retreat. 
Dhe man was burned to death on the 
spot. Several of the railway bridges 
are already burned 50 badly that 
traffic has been suspended, 

Wood ash fell thick in the streets 
of Montreal yesterday, and the at- 
mosphere was of a peculiar amber

Berlin, June 4.—The Tageblatt, 
yesterday printed a despatch from 
St. Petersburg, announcing that a 
law was published there yesterday, 
giving o list of 101 towns in Russia, 
in which Jews are allowed to a 
quire land and live without rest 
tion. Jews are temporarily forbid- 
den to buy land outside these places, 
where they will be legally settled. 

Advices from Odessa say the Jews 
have imported several thousand 
revolvers since the Kisheneft 
massacre, and every Jew, Man or 
Woman, is armed.

The King and Queen of Servia 
and Many Officials Killed. 


THE NEW RULER PROCLAIMED 


Prince Peter Karageorgeviteh Attains His 
Desire—The New Gove: no Proffers 
Mim the Throne—Revelutten Well 
Plaai id Carried O Re- 

perts Say That Foeple 

Grade Rejoice at Ite Suco 
Belgrade, June 12.—A military re- 
volution broke out here Wednesday 
night. The troops, who revolted un- 
der the leadership of Major Angilo- 
vics, surrounded the Palace assaas{- 
nated King Alexander, Queen Draga, 
the lattor’s sister, the Queen’s bro- 


ther, Ntjoden; Premier Markovitch, 
Ministers Petrovitch and Tudoro- 
vich, Gen, Plavolitch, tha former 


Minister of War, and somo of 
members of the Royal Guard. 
Princo Karageorgevitch was pro- 
claimed King. 
A Proclamation. 


A new Government was formed, 


the 


KING ALEXANDER, 


and the following proclamation was 
issued: 

“To the Servian people—Last night 
the King and Queen were shot, In 
this grave and fateful moment friends 
of the fatherland have combined to 


form a new Government. While tho 
Government makes this announce- 
Ment to the people, it is convinced 


that the Servian people will gather 
round it and lend it their aid to 
maintain order and security through- 
out the land. 

“The Government hereby makes 
known that froma to-day the consti- 
tution of April 6th, 1901 comes in 
force. A meeting of the National re- 
presentatives dissolved by the pro- 
clamation of March 24, is summoned 
to meet at Belgrado, June 15. 

(Signed! Jorvau  Avakumovics, 
Premier; Ljubonur Kallevics, YPoreign 
Minister; Stojan Protics, Minister of 
the Interior; Georg Genshics, Minis- 
tor of Commerve; General Jorvan 
Alanazkovics, Minister of War; Voji- 
slav Velkovies, Minister of Finance; 
Colonel Alexander Machin, Minister 
of Public Works; Ljubon{r Schioko- 
vics, Minister of Justice.’’

Belgrade, June 13.—The assassina- 


tion of King Alexander, Queen Dra- 
ga, the latter’ {wo brothers, the 
Servian Premier, Minister of War 


and former Minister of War, and the 
Proclamation by the army of Prince 
Peter Karageorgevitch as King of 
Servia has apparently, it may bo 
said, now that forty-eight hours have 
passed, been accepted by the capital 
and the Servian people without a 
murmur. The meeting of the Skupe- 
china next Monday is now looked 
forward to, to confirm the proclamd- 
tion as King of Prince Peter and to 
regularize the now situation. 

The only new element in the situa- 
tion is a feoling among the intolli- 
gent classes in favor of the abolition 
of a Servion monarchy altogether 
and tho creation of a republic, and 
this sentiment is shaved by at least 
one member of the provisional Goy- 
ernment. The majority of the Minis- 
ters, however, declared (hemselves in 
favor of 1 new King in Prince Peter. 


THE MASSACRE. 


Graphic Story of the the 


Falace at Belgrado. 


The following is a narrative of the 
revolution given by men who took 
Part in it: 

Army officers, to the number of 
90, having formed a project of a re- 
volt, omong them being delegates 
from almost every gurrison in Ser- 
via, and the majority of the offleers 
of tho 6th Regiment.  Liout.-Col. 
Nitschitsch invited his comrades on 
Wednesday ovening, at 11 o'clock, to 
meet in the Halimingdam garden and 
there the immediate carrylng out of 
the intended deed was organized. 

At 1.40 a.m. the offlcors in eight 
groups went to the Komak, the royal 
Palace. Mach had a Cuo, and special

the revolution. iret stopping boforo 
the guard at the Konak, ono of the 
two officers called: ‘“‘Throw down 
your arms."’ 

A fight ensued, wlth shooting on 
both sides, in which several persons 
Were wounded. 

The revoluttonaries then entered 
the front garden without hindrance, 
and reached the court-yard of old 
Konak, where Liout, Naumovics was 
awaiting, He opened the lock of 
the iron door, loading to the front 
room on, the first floor. Lieut. Pet- 
rovitch, alarmed by the unwonted 
hubbub, hurried forward, a drawn 
revolver in ono hand, in the other a 
sword, 

“What do you want?’ ho cried, 

“Show us where tho King and 
Queen are,’’ came the reply. 

One Loyal Oftcer, 

“Back,'’ cried Petrovitch, and at 
the same moment a ball stretched 
him on the groubd. 

The revolutionaries pressed for- 
ward, when suddenly the electric 
light went out, all stood in dark- 
ness. In tho greatest excitement and 
feeling thelr way, the revolutionar- 
jes climbed the stairs and got into 
the dark) ante-room to the King’s 
apartment. Here they found Gendics 
aud lit them. In the ante-room con- 
necting with the corridor between the 
old and new Konak, the sergeant of 
tho gendarmes was sleeping. Awak- 
ening, he stepped before the revolu- 
tionarles,, who felled him. At last 
Queen Draga’s servant was found. He 
wounded Captain Dimitrevic severely, 
but was spared because he was need- 
ed in finding tho flecing couple. In- 
deed, thig servant showed the officers 
where King Alexander and Queen 
Draga had gone to conceal them- 
selves. When he had told this ha 
was shot. Col. Maschin now joined 
the revolutionists and led them back 
to the sleeping apartment, where the 
King’s adjutant tried to hinder tha 
search. He shot at Lieut. Naumo- 
vics, who fell dead. The other killed 
the adjutant. After a long search a 
small door leading into an alcove 
was discovered, but was found locked. 
It was broken in with an axe and 
here the royal couple were found in 
undress. The older officers first {n- 
tended forcing the King to abdicate, 
but the young officers were in na 
mood to be hold back, and 
the royal icouple. Nobody knows in 
the excitement who shot first, but it 
is generally said it was Lieut. Kis- 
tice. 2 

Bedies Torn by Bullets. 


After the murder, King Alexander's 


body was found entirely covered 
with blood, while that of Queen 
Draga. was absolutely torn by 
bullets. The report that the 
bodies were thrown out of a 
window into the garden is un- 
truc. The young officers intend: 


ed to do)so, but Colonel Maschin 
prevented it, exclaiming “That would 
bo barbarous.’’ All the servanis of 
the-royal couple fled when the first 
shots were heard, with the exception 
of Queen Draga’s servant, who was 
found dead. At 12 minutes past 2 
all was over. Col. Maschin issued 
from the gate of the Konak, around 
which great crowds had collected, 
and made a specch, saying: “We 
have now destroyed the dynasty of 
the Obrenoyitchs and have got rid of 
the dishonorable Woman who was the 


King’s evil spirit. Long live Ser 
via.”” 

The people responded: ‘Long live 
the army.’ 


Cold-Bleoded Murders. 

Almost simultaneously with th@ 
butchery in the palace, the troops 
endeavored to arrest. all the relatives 
of the Qteen and those ministers 
whom the conspirators disliked. Two 
brothers of the Queon, Lieut-Col.’s 
Nikola and Nikodern Lunjevics, wero 
speedily seized and escorted by a-de- 
tachment of troops from their dwell- 
ing to the guard-room of the divis- 
ional commander. They were oevi- 
dently not suspicious of their doom, 


and were lighting cigarettes when 
they were shot dead by eight sol- 
diers. 


Gen. Markowies, the Premier; Gen. 
Pavlovics, Minister of War, and M. 
Todorovics, Minister of (he Interior, 
Were all as they attempted to defend 
themselves from arrest, shot by tha 
troops. The two former were killed 
and the last named was just alive 
last night 

Indiguities to Bodies. 

Shortly after midnight tho bodies 
of the dead Wing and Queen were 
carried to thelr last resting place. 
Tt was a pitiful sight. All day long 
the victims were reposing in rough 
coffins and had lain exposed to tho 
ga7zo of those who had killed them 
end to the privileged curious. Where 
wero unpleasant evidences of the pub- 
lic sentiment against the late royal 
Couple, Some persons even spat on 
the remains, 

The burial services was bricf and 
not impressive. Two priests were 
present, but no high ccclestastical 
dignitarfes. The remains of tho roy- 
al couple wore interred in a vault in 
tho cemotery.

Lelgrade, June 16. — At a confer- 
ence ef Senators and deputica held 
here last night it was unanimously 
resolved that tho constitution voted 
by the National Assembly, 188, 
should be put in forco, and that 
Prince Peter should unanimously be 
elected King at to-day’s joint meet- 
ing of the Skupstchina and Sonate.

Peter's Hard Task. 


Vienna, June 15.—It is believed 
here that Prince Peter Karageorge- 
vitch will find himself confronted 
with a hard task if vlected King of 
Sorvia. In the first place he is 
nearly 60 years old, and hes spent 
his life abroad, and therefore has 
but little knowledge of the Servian 
people; further ho will have no Party 
bohind him. The Radicals never sin- 
corely supported any Servian mon- 
arch, and when the excitement has 
cooled down it fs not unlikely that 
they will prove restless. It is pointed 
that among those who have declared 
{n Prince Peter's favor there {3 not 
a single groat or popular name. Rus- 
sio’s silence camees a certain amount 
of \nessiness here, 

There is am rumor here late last 
night that Prince Peter insists that 
all the officers concerned in the mur- 
ders must leave Belgrade before he 
enters the city, and that the leader 
of the Servian Radicals, M. Rad- 
itch, has gone to Geneva to nego- 
tlate with him concerning the condi- 
tlons that tho latter places on his 
acceptance of the Servian throne.

He concludes with promising to re- 
spect the right of all employes of 
the state, whom he invites to retain 
the positions to which they are leg- 
ally entitled, and to resume the nor 
mal condition of thoir duties. 

Belgrade, June 17.—The position 
of King Peter TI, promises to be lit- 
(lo more than that of a royal cap- 
tivo. ‘Lhe roal head of the country 
Will be a military dictatorship, un- 
der the leaders of the revolution, | 
Col. Maschin and Col. Mitschitsch. 
The new King is almost without 
any personal adherents, and the rul- 
ing spivits of tho army, it is thought 
Probable, Would just as readily mur 
der him as they did his predecessor, 
should he oppose thoir aims. 

At the present moment, the whole 
country is under military rule, and 
although no prefectos in the country 
districts have been removed, each is 
accompanied by an army officer who 
attends the prefect wherever he goes, 
There has been no disorder, howey- 
er. Extremoly forcible arguments 
wero found necessary to suppress the 
Radical aspirations for a republic. 

The foremost advocate of a repub- 
ican form of Government was Lju- 
bonir Schiokovica, oditor of The 
Belgrade Odjek, Finding him {mper- 
vious to arguments, the conspirators 
invited him to a dinnor at the OM:

good circumstances, and 
the plaintiffs in the ease. They 
claim deceased, who was of eccentric 
and melimcbolic disposition, made 
his will by undue influence. The de- 
fendemt is a well-to-do farmer of 
Eldon, The case hag aroused cansid- 
erable interest with the people of 
Woodville and Eldon.

Brisk Debate im the Legislature on Mr, 
Conmee’s Relation Thereto—The sup-

the Quebeo Resolutions and 
Vetes Down Mr. Whitney's 
Amendment. 


Toronto, June 13.—When the House 
Convyened at 11.20 yesterday morn- 
ing, Hon. Mr. Latchford moved a 
resolution empowering the Govern- 
ment by Order-in-Council to trans- 
fer the subsidy of the Thunder Bay, 
Nepigon & St, Joe Railway to any 
company which would build a line 
from Lake Nepigon to the main line 
of the O©.P.R. He said that the 
Nepigon Fish Company had under- 
taken to build a road, by the terms 
of their charter, but it was not to 
be expected that they would do 650 
without some assistance, ‘The road 
was about forty miles long, and the 
“St. Joe’ grant was $3,000 a mile 
and 6,000 acres of land a mile. 


Mr. Whitmey's Objections. 


Mr. Whitney said the proposal was 
Part of a scheme to enable the Goy- 
ernment, without seeking ratification 
of the House, to hand over the sub- 
sidy to the Lake Nepigon Fish 
Company, which was already pledged 

~ to build a railway in return for the 
ast fishing monopoly granted to it 
by the Government. Tho scheme was 
to be carried out in this underhand 
and circuitous way because the Goy- 
ernment felt {t would be too bare- 
faced to ask the House to give the 
company 6,000 acres per mile in any 
part of Algoma it pleased, when that 
company was compelled to build the 
line in return for the vast conces- 
sions it had already obtained. He 
Hilered that influential members of 
the Opposition had been approached 
with offers to let them in on the 
ground floor if they would not op- 
pose it. They had been told that it 
was the richest proposition which 
Was ever promulgated, and had re- 
ceived all kinds of offers if they 
would form part of a deputation to 
ask for a subsidy. 


A Justifiable Vote. 


Mr. Conmes, of Port Arthur and 
Rainy River, in reply, said that it 
Was untrue that the fish company 
bad undertaken to build the railroad 
without aid, and declared that the 
Company should not be ‘‘estopped’’ 
trom coming to the Government for 
aid. 

Mr. Whitney said he did not main- 
tain that the company was prevent- 
ed from asking aid, but that it would 
be iniquitous for the Government to 
grant such aid. 

Mr. Conmee maintained that ald to 

Pr the fish company was fustifiea on 
public grounds. 

My. Whitney—May I ask if the hon. 
gentleman is not an interested appli- 
cant? 

Mr. Conmee—I want to frankly tell 
the hon. gentleman that I am. 

Mr. Conmee said he was not pro- 
hibited from engaging in any busi- 
ness enterprise he chose. 

Mr. Whitney—I suppose the honor- 
able gentleman will vote in support 
of the measure. 

“Yes, I intend to vote for it,’’ said 
Mr. Conmee, and then declared that 


his interest was as a railroad con- 
tractor. 
Mr. Whitnsy—Will the honorable 


gentleman say that ho had no inter- 
* est except as a contractor? Is he not 
~ @ stockholder in the fish company? 

Mr. Conmee—Oh! If it’s the fish 
Company you're talking about, I am 
@ stockholder in that! I have no in- 
terest in the raflway, except as con- 
tractor. 

Mr. Conmee, continuing, said that 
he had been attacked some years ago 
for supporting o grant to the Port 
Arthur and Western Railway, in 
which he was interested, and had 
still in his possession p letter from 
the late Sir Oliver Mowat justifying 
his conduct in so doing. In conclu- 
sion, he reiterated that the subsidy 
was justified on public grounds. 


A Good Preposition. 


Premier Ross said that by the ron- 
struction of this branch of road there 
would be opened up 150 miles of rich, 
erable land, The general railway pol- 
icy of the Government, he declared, in 
the matter of opening up Northern 


Ontario, had been a wise and pro- 
gressive one. As for the road in 
question, the practical advantages 


that would accrue from its construc- 
tion Were apparent to all. The road 
would be the connecting Unk for 
Western Ontario to tho new trans- 
continental line that would pass to 

_ the north of Lake Nepigon, just as 

#iho Government road to Temiskam- 
“Sig would be the connecting link in 
the East. And this Lake Nepigon 
link would not cost a cent more than 
head already been provided for in the 
statutes. Moreover, its prompt con- 
S@truction Was necessary, in order to 
gerve as a route for carrying bulld- 
ing supplies to the G-T.P. road, and 
at would open up rich pulp districts 
ef many thousands of acres and 
large areas of good agricultural 
lands. 

The transactian wos, he concluded, 
transparently honest ond fair, and it 
Was so piainly necessary to the pro- 
per development of that section of 
New Ontarlo, involving as it did no 
extra expenditure, that the Opposi- 
tion should, on reconsideration, 
withdraw their objections. 

Mr. Foy opposed the measure, and 
Mr. Milton Carr spoke of the Gov- 
ermment’s railway policy, saying 
that jt was, if anything, too slow. 

A divislon was takén upon the mo- 
tion and resulted in its favor by a 
yote of 37 to 33, 

_Appeal Provided Ver.

Sofla, June 15.—Pully 1,500 Bul- 
garian refugees arrived in the DBun- 
gas District Saturday from Pirogu, 
Kull, Kovatchaz and neighboring vil- 
lages. They report that ,a reign of 
terror exists in the Vilayet of Adri- 
anople, Turkish regulars and Buashi- 
Bazouks are eald to be pillaging the 
Whole region under the pretext of 
searching for arms, and are arresting 
and maltreating the rosidents of tho 
countitysido. The panic-stricken 


people are fleeing in a body, men, wo- 
mon and children, taking with them 
their carts, cattlo ond all their 


movables, The refugees say the pop- 
ulations of whole villages further 
from tho fronteir are following their 
wake.

Mr. Stratton rose shortly before 6, 
and instantly everyone was atten- 
tfon to hear tho first explanation to 
be made to his peers by tho Minister 
who had been accused. Mr. Strat- 
ton commented severely on the pre 
Judging: of the case which had char- 
acterized tho Opposition members 
and journals, dnd “‘tho treacherous 
Indepondent press’’ of this city. He 
then entered a formal and specific de- 
nial to the charge, and, proceeding, 
reviewed in much detail the evidence 
in tho caso as {f related to himself.

Mr. Camoron on the Floor 


Mr, M. G. Cameron (West Huron) 
followed Mr. Lucas. Me said that he 
had on a previous occasion on  fol- 
lowing Mr. Lucas said the latter had 
bean fair. He wished he could say 
so this time. (Applause.) As to Mr. 
Stratton’s prompt denial of the 
charge, how could he haye said more 
than he did, that the charges were 
fiction. A loud proclamation of inno- 
cence was not always borne out, for 
in 1873 Sir John Macdonald had 
proclaimed ‘“These hands are clean;” 
but they were not. The aspersions 
cast on Mr. McEvoy were exceedingly 
cowardly, and if Mr. Lucas would re- 
peat the statement out of the House 
he would be promptly brought to ac- 
count. Mr. McEvoy’s visit to the pi- 
ano factory on that occasion was in 
company with two Conservative law- 
yers, Mr. McPherson and Mr. Mac- 
donald, and if the leaves had not 
been torn out we might know where 
the money came from. The evidence 
of Mr. Crossin left no doubt as to 
Who made away with the leaves, 
Mr. Cameron then quoted from Mr. 
Aylesworth’s evidence to show that 
he contradicted Mr. Gamey on sever- 
al points. Tho prosecution had failed 
to show that Sullivan was the agent 
of Stratton; hence their whole struc- 
ture fell to the ground. 

One minute the Opposition said the 
Judges went too far, and the next 
minute they said they did not go 
far enough. At any rate the report 
was satisfactory to the Liberals, 
and would be accepted by the coun- 
try as a finality. It was true there 


hhad been a few verbal slips in the 
report, but they were of no conse- 
quence syhatever in regard to the 


main issue, and his hon, friend should 
be above referring to them.

In resuming in the evening, Mr. 
Cameron remarked that Mr, Whit- 
ney’s speech had made up in vituper- 
ation what it lacked in argument.

The 
people would punish these men for 
their outrageous ati{acks on the 
Judges. (Opposition laughter.) Whe 
Opposition had at first said the 
scope of the commission was not wide 
enough; but later on, when it was 
proposed to investigate the cam- 
paign funds, they thought it was too 
wide, 

Mr. Cameron asked if tho evidenco 
of such a creature as Gamey would 
ve effective in consigning to oblivion

Nesbitt said that Frank Sullivan's 
evidence reminded him of the Irish- 
man who had heen told by his fath- 
er-confessor that he was the best 
Yoan in the world, in his lne—since 
Ananias. 

Contradicting Sullivan's Father-in-Law. 


Dr. Nesbitt then read the afBdav- 
its of three witnesses whose testi- 
mony was excluded by the Commis- 
sioners in the Gamey case. ‘These 
were I. W. H. Leavitt, Conservative 
organizer, Toronto; Archie C. Davis, 
insurance agent, Rochester, and 
George Palmer, express agent, To- 
chester, All relate to the alleged 
spiritiog away of Geo. B, Wilson of 
Newmarket, the father-in-law of 
Frank Sullivan, who was afterwards 
brought from Rochester to testify, 
Brom these affidavits Wilson, in con- | 
versation with chance acquaintances 
at Rochester, said he was to get 
$500 for staying away until after 
the investigation was over, and that 
Frank Sullivan was to get $5,000 
for his testimony. The reason for 
sending him to the States was, hoe 
told these men, that he had been 
aware of the scheme to bribe Gamey 
from the outset, and that Prank Sul- 
livan had been in hiding at New- 
market for some days after the rey- 
elations were made by Mr. Gamey. 

Dr. Nesbitt, after reading the afii- 
davits, took up the other groups of 
evidence. 

In concluding a speech of over two

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A CARDINAL'S DEATH 


Very Rev. Dr. Vaughan Dies Af- 
ter Making Farewell Address. 


ARCHBISHOP WESTMINSTER. 


Although Head of Roman Catholio Church 
Had Ween Sinking For Some Weeks 
His Death Was Not Expected So 
Soou—-Remains Will Lie in State 
—Sketch of Hls Careor, Which 

Was a Busy One. 

London, June 22.—The Very Rev. 
Herbert Vaughan, | Cardinal and 
Archbishop of Westminster, died 


Friday midnight. 
Carding] Vaughan was born April 


15, 1882... He became Archbishop of 
Westminster in 1892 He had been 
ill for more than three months. Late 
in March it was thought’ he could 
not survive more thin a few days. 
The Cardinal, wiu had been sink- 
ing for.some weeks from heart dis- 
ease and dropsy, died peacefully. 


THE LATE CARDINAL VAUGHAN. 


His death was not expected so soon. 
Friday Cardinal Vaughan was wheel- 
ed in a bath chair about the cor! 
dors. of St. Joseph's College, which 
lie founded, On the previous day, he 
appeared in the college chapel in full 
Cardinal’s robes, and made a fare- 
Well address to ‘nis bishops and 
priests. 

His remains will Me in state in the 
Cathedral at Westminster, another 
monument to Cardinal Vaughan’s 
work, and will be buried at St. Jos- 
eph’s College. 


Sketch of His Life. 


Cardinal Vaughon was born at 
Gloucester, April 15, 1832, the eld- 
est son of the late Lieut.-Col. Vaugh- 
an of Courtfield, Herefordshire, and 
served with his father in the Crimea, 
where he invented a new and service- 
able rife pit when before the enemy. 
Ho was cducated at Stonyhurst Col- 
lege, on the continent and in Rome. 
He was the founder of several col- 
leges for foreign and home missions, 
among them St. Joseph’s Foreign 
Missionary College, Mill Hill, Mid- 
dlesex, and in 1871 he accompanied 
tho frst detachment of priests sent 
from that institution on a special 
mission to the colored people of tho 
Unite’ States. He succeeded the late 
Bishoy. Turner to the Bishopric of 
Salford in 1872, and was made 
Archbishop of Westminster in 1892. 
He laid the first stono of Westminster 
Cathedral, June 29, 1895. wKh— 


still Bishop Vaughan he acquired 
eansiderable reputation as o preach- 
» and published a serles of pastor- 
ga, besides numerous pamphlets and 
wters on educational, social and re- 
aigious questions. He was also pro- 
prietor of The Tablet and The Dublin 
Review.

The Con- 
sul of Great Britain, W. G. Thesiger, 
will take charge oi British {nterests. 

U.S. Follows Britain. 

Washington, June 22.—The United 
States Government has adopted an 
attitude similar to that of Great 
Great Britain toward the new Serv- 
fan dynasty. It will be in no haste 
to recognize a Goyernment created 
by assassination in tho absence of 
somo exhibition of a disposition to 
punish the guilty, therefore Minister 
Jackson will not present his creden- 
tials to the Government of King 
Peter at present. 

The Dutch Also. 


The Hague, June 22.—The Dutch 
representative at Belgrade has been 
instructed to assume the same atti- 
tude as Great Britain towards the 
provisional Government of Servia. 

What Peter Must Do. 

Belgrade, June 22.— Unless King 
Peter is prepared to altogether ig- 
nore the foreign demands for the 
punishment of the assassins of King 
Alexander and Queen Draga, his 
only means of satisfying any 1e 
quirements appears to be to per- 
suade the criminals to absent them- 
@elves until quiet is restored, when 
they will be permitted to resume 
their places in the army. The pro- 
visional Government holds office 
solely at the will of the army, and 
should King Peter promise to pun- 
ish the officers implicated, it is as 
likely as not that the army will 
force the withdrawal of the invita- 
tion to occupy the throne. It is 
suggested in official quarters that 
Mussia may possibly advise the ofli- 
cers concerned to absent themselves. 

King Peter's Going, 

Vienna, June 22.—King Peter will 
arrive hero at 10 o/clock Tuesday ev- 
ening. At the railroad Station he 
will receive the homage of the Serv- 
fan colony, and will continue his 
journey by way of Buda-Pest, arriv- 
ing at Belgrade Wednesday morning.
